UNDERLYING FORCES. 

Considering the open and the un- 
derlying forces which are at work, 
1 do not doubt that we are moving 
toward adult suffrage for men and 
women alike. The admission ot 
women to full equality of electora) 
citizenship is an idea well calcu- 
lated to fill Germans with horror, 
but ft will be done in the United 
Kingdom and perhaps before the end 
of the war. The present government 
is by no means agreed about it, but 
there is no question as to which view 
ig in the ascendant. The restraints 


on that view are very temporary, 


There is a vast change of mind 
throughout the country. 
Before the war, the ‘ issue of 


woman's suffrago made a line of 
cleavage th both ovr political 
parties. Some of ita strongest sup- 
port were Conservatives. Some of 
its est opponents were Liberals 
The cause was put back by the viv- 
lent antics of the extreme suffra- 
mettes whose domestic policy of 
“frightfulness” had, like Zeppelin 
raids, a result accurately the re- 
verse of the effect intended. 

But there wag a bigger obstacle. 
‘The war cloud was gradually spread- 
ing and thickening over Europe. 
Armageddon was coming. Millions 
upon millions of men would be in 
arms. The whole destiny of civill- 
zation would depend on the clash of 
hosts and fleets. Many of us, though 
not sharing most of the ordinary ob- 
fjections to woman's suffrage. di 
firmly believe that as long as the 
fate of the nations might be at stake 
in wars which could only be waged 
by men, full citizenship should re- 
main on a male basis. 


WAR OF INDUSTRY. 


Twelve months of the struggie 
proved that argument untenable. 
The war was not only a conflict of 
armies and fleets. It was a war of 
nations in a deeper and more com- 
plete sense than any of us had ever 
imagined. We were all in the fight. 

e thinking at home was as essen- 

1 as that which went on at heed- 
quarters. The factory line was in- 
dispensable to the firing line. The 
hands that made the weapons were 
as deadly active in the struggle as 
those that used them. Pacific Brit- 
ain. at short notice, had to turn it- 
self into the highest arsenal that 
could be conceived. At the same 
time many ordinary pursuits had to 
go on. It was our women who saved 
us by the utterly unexpected extent 
of their resources in every sort of 
energy and aptitude... 
As you know, if the Germans had 
attacked with full strength in the 
west early last year they might have 
won before our women got fairly to 
work. After that it was too late. 
Our women had thrown themselves 
into the natiopal work. Their 
quickness and their tience were 
equally remarkable. In the munition, 
factories their meas in op- 
erating machinery was 4 revelation 
of industrial possibilities. They 
often learned in a few weeks proc- 
esses that had been supposed to re- 


iquire years of training and practice 


on the part of skilled workers. 
Everywhere the women increased 
the output. They did well what it 
was feared would be too complicated 
for them, and did easily what it had 
been thought would be too heavy. 
Apart from war work, they re- 
placed men in all sorts of civil pur- 
suits. They take the tickets on the 
rallwavs and do much of the clean- 
ing. They drive motor busses and 
tram cars. They are emploved in 
electric power stations and gas works 
as well as in engineering shops and 
on the land. While supporting the 
army with a determination to out- 
work Germany they are keeping the 
ordinary trade and commerce of the 
country at a high level as well as 
grappling with the housekeeping dif- 
ficulties which lie behind it all.

Women will be admitted 
to full citizenship, not only because 
we have needed their industrial co- 
operation in war, but because we 
shall need their political co-opera- 
tion in peace. Many things have 
to be reconstructed. As regards the 
future opportunities of women in 
the sphere of work and earnings 
they will claim a voice as a matter 
of course in the disposal of their 
own destinies. Then there is the 
training of the new race. We are 
losing those who were the flower of 
a generation, and after the war has 
done~its worst in that respect we 
shall have to seek by every means 
to make good the loss. 

NO MORE HUMAN WASTE. 
We shall not be able to afford any 
numan waste in Britain. The health 
and care of children from birth up- 
ward is henceforth a subject second 
to none in national importance, and 
there at least woman's claim to be 
consulted is more than equal with 
man's. Again, when so many officers 
will have fallen we shall have to 
sift out the best of the young abili- 
tles from the mass of dem 
and give them every educational op- 
portunity for rising to position 5 


every sphere of life. 

Mr. Lioyd George and Gen. Sir 
William Robertson are striking ex- 
amples of what may be done, and 
there are many other examples ih 
Britain today. As someone has said, 
to get the most brilliant brains we 
must work deeply, like digging for 
diamonds in the blue clay of Kim- 
berley. There are other large as- 
pects, intellectual and ethical, which 
need not be dwelled on now. I am 
within the mark in saying that for 
Britain thig war inevitably means 
the transformation of a whole 80- 
ciety on principles the opposite to 
those which prevail in Germany. We 
believe that in the war and after 
the war liberty, as the English- 
speaking world has dared to under- 
stand and practice it, will be justi-

}PULMOTOR SAVES. 
YOUNG BOY'S LIFE. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } | 

SANTA MONICA, Sept. 2.—After 
physicians had practically given up 
Jack Vinette, 10. years old, of Ninth 
and Michigan streets, Santa Monica, 
as dead from drowning, the boy 
was virtually “brought back to lite” 
this afternoon at Ocean by the 
steady application of a pulmotor on 
the part of life guards. 

After two hours of hard work over 
the body the life guards were re- 
warded when the boy began indis- 
tinctly to mutter his name. The 
lad nearly lost his life by drown- 
ing in a small tank in the plunge. 
Spectators had seen him 
peatedly and come up in 
dome time he lay on the tom of 
the plunge and a woman bather was 
undecided whether he was playing 
or not.

Four years ago F. R. Bain, presi- 
dent of the Southern Counties Gas 
Company, acquired control of that 
concern. At that time the company 
was distributing an inferior grade 
of. gas to approximately 3000 con- 
sumers in Los Angeles county. This 
gas was furnished at the rate of 
$1.60 per 1000 e feet in some 
sections, and in er parts at $1.10 
per 1000 cubic feet. 7 

During the next three years Mr. 
Bain and his associates devoted 
their efforts to improving their com- 
pany and developing its resources. A 
year ago they decided the time was 
ripe for enlarging their system, and 
offered to purchase the gas holdings 
of the Southern California Edison 
Company. This deal, which in- 
volved more than $2,000,000, was 
consummated several months ago, 
the Southern Counties Gas Company 
taking over all the Edison holdings 
with the exception of the latter's 
plant at Santa Barbara.

HOTTER FUEL. 


The cities to be 
natural gas are Pomona, Chino, 
Claremont, Lordsburg, San Dimas, 
Azusa, Glendora and Covina. The 
gas bills will be greatly reduced be- 
cause the consumer will be burn- 
ing fuel containing 1100 heat units 
per cubic foot, while at the present 
time he is using artificial gas that 
supplies but 575 feet units per 
cubic foot.

The Pomona gas plant and the 
one at Covina will be shut down 
when natural gas is turned into the 
mains. and the «machinery will be 
packed with white lead and paraf- 
fine. The company expects to need 
it again at some future date, be- 
cause it is figured that natural gas 
supplies always play out after a 
term of years.

Today there are 
eighty-eight. The long-felt want is 
filled by the formation of the Happy 
Thought Studio, Ink., Unlimited. A 
large majority of the stock is held 
by members of the Happy Thought 
Club, but there is still a block of 
1,000,000 shares of the common issue 


This is in the hands of the Awarding 
Committee, composed of John Wil- 
shire Battersea, better known as 
“Rainbow Jack —the pink pro- 
moter, and Mme. Etta Lott, who in- 
co the Pierian Spring with 
the aid of a wet sponge. The 
literary team work of this adjective- 
ly-endowed pair has placed them in 
the ranks of the best sellers. Rain- 
bow Jack hag a record of having sold 
six carloads of anchors to Arizona 
ranchers while the buxom Etta is 
the dame who sold a French mustard 
mine to Hetty Green for $120,000.

The new company feels that salaries 
have been too high and hereafter 
they will be modulated and equal- 
ized. It is expected that the older 
companies will appreciate this ad- 
vantage and turn over to the new one 
all the business of hiring actors and 
extras—making drafts upon the herd 
as needed. 

The first filmization of the new 
company will be known as “Hen- 
rietta of the Hungry Heart,” and 
all the members of the Happy 
Thought Club will appear in the 
cast.

And, believe me, the 
idea is inter „ and it expands 
with serlous meaning. It is the dis- 
cipline that Col. Schreiber of the 
Seventh repeatedly harps upon, and 
this discipline has directly in its: 
keeping the lives and the physical 
welfare of thousands of America’s 
splendid young men. 

A discipline that teaches men not 
to be careless in anything when 
grouped in thousands in a camp 
means the absence of contagious dis- 
ease, and it means preparedness for 
eventual warfare as nothing else. 
To learn to place a bullet within 
two inches of a bullseye, or better, 
is one of the least important details 
of army training. The most finished 
man of civilization instinctively 
learngss to shoot fairly straight, but 
it is a sad commentary on civiliza- 
tion that men revert easily to un- 
clean habits that will destroy them- 
selves and their fellows, if allowed 
to do so, and this applies equally 
to the man of good habits in civil 
life and to the hobo who joins the 
army for the privilege of the mess. 

Men are being prepared earnestly 
for war when they are taught to 
pick up every stray bit of paper in 
the company street; they are being 
made into fighting machines when 
they are taught that there is only 
one way to fold a bianket roll; they 
are being made into formidable foes 
when they are taught that every 
scrap of garbage must be thoroughly 
incinerated; they are being meta- 
morphosed into Invincible battalions 
when learning the rigid rules that 
govern the lavatories; they are be-

A soldier is trained so lo 
So steadily on the drill ground that 
his brain finally responds subcon- 
sciously and automatically to a com- 
mand. And when these same com- 
mands are given on the battle field 
he obeys automatically, and this 
means a chance for victory. I once 
saw a blindfolded battalion g0 
through regimental maneuvers in a 
garrison, and the lines were as reg- 
ular as if they saw every inch of 
the ground. 

And the lesson is, of course, that 
these men obey with such prompti- 
tude and decision that the supreme 
test will find them doing the same 
thing. Personally, I d not believe 
the United States could ever build up 
the same kind of military precision 
attained in monarchial countries, for 
the American youth will ver en- 
tirely relinquish the right of reason- 
ing for himself. To obey an order 
without first understanding its pur- 
pose is obnoxious to American peo- 
ple. This is the result of democracy 
and, while it makes a free, intelli- 
gent and co-operative people, it does 
not assist in the efficiency of an 
army. The soldier is never exam- 
ined for defects above his eyes in 
the scheme of European efficiency. 

Therefore, to sum up this talk on 
training, it is the big task of the 
drill masters, from brigadier-gen- 
eral to corporal, to erase the let- 

rge-do-it” idea that may be a 
hang-over from civil life. There ts 
nothing so democratic as an army 
cook tent, where the son of a Su- 
preme Court judge and a mule- 
skinner may work side by side clean- 
ing pots and pans.

A store building of unusual and 
interesting design is projected by 
Walter D. Sanborn for the east side 
of Olive street just south of Eighth.
